Acting upon the almost unanimous 


endorsement of the

Springs 


community, 
Congressman. Franklin 


Menges, of the Adams-York district, 
Thursday, recommended to the post- 
office department at Washington the 
reappointment of Mr. Gardner. 


His first term of four years ex- 


pired last spring, but he has been. 
acting as York Springs postmaster 
since that time. According to a news 
dispatch from Washington, based on 
information from the office of Con- 
gressman Menges, "same doubt as to 
Mr. Gardner's reappointment develop- 
ed when his conduct of the office came 
und-er the scrutiny of the postoffice 
department." 


Almost Unanimously Endorsed 
It -is further stated in the news 


dispatch that "Congressman Menges 
made a personal investigation of cer- 
tain minor charges 
involved 
and 


found they were not sufficiently seri- 
ous to prevent Mr. Gardner's reap- 
pointment. 
Besides, 
Congressman 


Munges received petitions or letters 
from residents of York Springs bor- 
ough indicating that Mr. Gardner's 
appointment was practically unani- 
mously desii'ed ibv natrons of the of- 
fice." ' 


It is not stated what-the minor 


charges were, 
'but-

Gardner's 


friends assert they were brought for- 
ward by political enemies of the post- 
master and that "they were too triv- 
ial to be discussed." 


Postoffice appointments are usaully 


made upon recommendation of 
the 


congressman from the district, who 
in turn receives and acts upon, the 
recommendations of the county polit- 
ical organization 
officers 
to which 


party the congressman belongs. 


Adams county failed to give Con- 


gressman Menges a majority in the 
last congressional election, although 
York county came through with a suf- 
ficiently large vote to elect him with 
a substantial majority over his Dem- 
ocratic opponent, the late former Con- 
gressman Glatfelter. 


Thereafter, Congressman Menges 


took things into his own hands in the 
matter of postmaster 
recommenda- 


tions and sprang one of the political 
surprises when he recommended the 
appointment of John H. Eckert, a 
"dark horse," for postmaster at Get- 
tysburg, the choice plum in the'coun- 
ty in the matter of postmasterships.
